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DT 1 951 306 Appears to disclose a large vacuum cleaner having a filter 
cassette (5) comprising a main filter (13) inserted into a cylindrical housing (14), 
which is provided at its front end with a prefilter (16). Through the end plate (22) 
of the housing a slider element (1 8 in Figures 3 and 5) projects, which carries a 
plurality of projections (24) at one side and an actuator knob (23) at the other 
side. By manual displacement of the slider element (18) the projections (24) 
appear to engage with and move across the rear edges of the main filter (13). 

DT 1 964 261 (abandoned) Appears to disclose a large vacuum cleaner 
with a main filter having a folded filter material, which can be displaced and 
vibrated for removing dust by means of a filter cleaning member (25). The filter 
cleaning member (25) comprises conically shaped projections (29) for generating 
impacts on the ends of the folds (31 ) of the main filter when the filter cleaning 
member (25) is displaced by a crank shaft (23) in transverse direction (apparently 
to the longitudinal axis of the vacuum cleaner). The crank shaft is coupled to a 
cable drum so that each time the cable is wound onto the cable drum or is 
unwound from the cable drum, the filter cleaning member (25) is activated. 

DE 42 35 745 (Alfred Karcher GmbH & Co., Germany) Appears to 
disclose a vacuum cleaner with a pleated filter (4) having a plurality of flexible 
filter layers and with a movable scraper element (7), which upon movement 
moves along the free edges of the pleats of the filter layers and slightly enters 
between these filter layers. 

1 768 312 Appears to disclose a small handheld electrically powered 
cleaning apparatus with a brush and a vacuum cleaner system (dust filter 7, fan 
wheel 6, electric motor 5). To permit cleaning of the dust filter (7) a brush (13) is 
incorporated, which is manually displaceable from the outside by means of an 
actuator handle (12). 

DE 298 14 547 Appears to disclose a cleaning device for the pleated filter 
in a vacuum cleaner, which cleaning device comprises a friction means, which 
can be reciprocated at an outer side of the pleated filter perpendicular to the 
folding lines over a stroke length and thereby engages the pleats to remove dust 
from the pleated filter by vibration. 

EP 0 444 516 Appears to disclose a vacuum cleaner having a filter bag 
(24) being connected with its upper end to a ring member (34) of a bag shaker 
(32). The bag shaker (32) is connected to the handle assembly (26) through a 
pair of springs (36).
